uws of 1857. 
They wore good laws in 


:heir time, but not advanced to tho 
present state of txcollence in civili/.ed 
countries. 
Kighl hero let mo say one 


thing which I have often noticed about 
the Spaniards, as it bears on the aub 
jest in band. The Spanish people seem 
to me to choose their best men to make 
their laws and their worst men to ud- 
mmister them. Such was the ca&e in 
regard to the schools of Porto Kicr. 
They were ill administered and utterly 
inadequate. 


In the flrst place, they had no school 


bousea. A room was hired, always on 
the second floor and generally a»nid un 
favorable surrounding?. 
On the llooi 


below would be people of tho worst 
class and Iho children had to go t-i 
school through scones with which they 
ought never to become familiar. 
In 


fact, everything was wrong in the e» 
vironment which means a great, deul 
There were a few private hclu ols foi 
the children of parents who refused to 
send them to the 'public schools, but 
tlioy were only a fow. 
Still anollier 


few sent their children abroad to be ed- 
ueited. 


"These few fads will suffice to show 


how utterly inbiifliciont were the edu- 
cational advantages of the 
Spanish 


regime. 


•'My work in the island was attended 


with many difficultiee, but I had the 
advantage of jears of experience in edu- 
cational matters. 
After the teachers 


had been convinced that there would 
ba no violent upaettmg of their old tre- 
ditioas, but 
improvements would 1 o 


made gradually, they wero as anxious to 
learn as we were to have them and did 
everything in their power to increase 
their efficiency. When possible, they 
were retained in their places and al- 
though I had over 800 applications from 
teachers in tbe states, very few were ac- 
cepted." 


"How about tbe introduction of the j 


English language?" tbe general was 
asked. 


"That will be a matter of time," said 


he. "Like every one else, the people 
are attached to their language and when 
ibey found that wo were not going to 
try to force the use of English in their 
schools, it add^d greatly to 
their 


confidence in us. 


"We shall teach them English as a 


child*bf English speaking parents is 
tiught. Instead of making them study 
grammer, we have introduced Am- 
erican readers into tbe schools and as 
they are far ahead of tbe Spanish text 
book, of course they prove more at- 
tractive to the children. American pa- 
triotic songs arc taught them and they 
sing them with the English words and 
like them. They are (aught to salute 
the flag just as American children ure 
and through tbe liberality of the Lafa- 
yette post, G. A. B, of New York, al- 
most all the schools in tho island have 
been supplied with flags. They had no 
maps of the United States. 
I secured 


for them large wall maps of tbe best 
quality and the geography of tbe United 
States is to them a most [interesting 
study. 
Iu fact, everything is being 


done to teach them the language with 
out actually forcing it iipon them. 


"Another tbing which, will help great 


ly toward this end is the liberal offer 
made by General Henry, of free trans- 
portation to all boys aud girls who wish 
to come to this country to study.

Have Been Lost. 


Inquiry was recently made at 
tbe 


State Department in legard to the grave 
of Jobn Paul Jones, the great naval ho- 
ro of revolutionary daj's, -who died in 
Paris July 18, 1782. 
lie was buried 


there with the highest honors by the 
French government, but it appears tbut 
the present location of bis grave is not 
known. The Secretary of Slate recent- 
ly addressed a letter to Mr. 'Henry Vig- 
naud of tbe United States embassy at 
Paris, asking whether the grave of John 
Paul Jones in Paris is known and 
marked. He bas received a letter in 
replj from Mr. Vignaud saying that al- 
though he has made frequent inquiries 
of the city authorities in regard to tho 
matter, Le has been unable to discover 
the whereabouts of tho gravo.

tbing established by bis inquiries, how 
ever, besiys, is that Paul Jones \va.s 
not buried in the cemetery where i]n> 
remains of Lufuyette he, u.t has bpen 
supposed by some people. 


In uuothei quarter it ia intimated that 


owing to a custom prevailing in Paris, 
the remains of John Paul Jones vuro 
I'eposited iu a rented grave for a tftrrn 
of yeajp, and that upon the expiration 
of tbe lease, a great many years ago, the 
bones of this distinguished American 
patriot may have been thrown into the 
Potter's field.

Youngsters Wlio Play It Bcqome 


Clever Geographem.

An interesting !;atne when young 


folk come together is the escape from 
prison. 


It requires children who are clever In 


geography. It is a lesson in the dis- 
guise of pleasure. 


The game proceeds after this fash- 


ion: A map is held by the judge, 
usually a grown person or an older 
child. Then two children are chosen 
and placed in separate corners. 


Says the judge: "Now, Carrie, you 


represent New York in this corner, 
and, 
Richard, you are in Moscow, tin-- 


prisoned; you want to get away and 
reach home by Thanksgiving day. You 
have gotten from behind the walls, but 
what is your most direct route home?" 


Then Richard has to tell each sea, 


country and ocean he crosses to get 
home for the turkey and cranberry 
sauce. If he can't do it successfully he 
must remain right on the spot in the 
floor where he stopped until he thinks 
out his escape. 
> 


Other members of the game are 


placed in prisons at various parts of 
th« country. 
The favorite jails .are 


now located in China arid Japan on ac- 
count of the interest aroused during 
the late war. A leading question is: 
"If you were put iu a Yokohama pris- 
on, how would you get back to Pek- 
ing?" 


Soon the room becomes filled with 


prisoners, all trying to get home. Half 
of them are "stalled" In the center try- 
ing to think of the 
boundary line 


which brings freedom; others are just 
leaving the prison walls. 


When the game has been played fre- 


quently, those who join In get very 
familiar with the junction of countries, 
and learn many straight 
lines and 


clever jumps that had not appeared 
feasible before. For those who are not 
quite conversant Avith geography, easy 
tasks are given; for instance, to be 
placed in a Paris prison and find their 
home in Boston.

der the protection of the government 
one of the most remarkable natural 
curiosities of the world. It is the petri- 
fied forest of Apache county, Arizona. 
The wonderful stone trees cover a 
large tract of land near the town of 
Holbrook, where they lie partially em- 
bedded In the soil and rock and hide 
hearts of most beautiful decorative 
stone under exteriors that have be- 
come rough and gray from exposure 
and the wear of the elements. 


The great logs of stone, which were 


a.t one time foliage-bearing trees, have 
become like agate through a process 
which probably took thousands of 
years and by .which every particle of 
the Avood fiber was chemically replaced 
by silica, which preserved in stone the 
original hues of the decayed wood. 
This formation takes a high polish and 
is much sought after for decorative 
purposes. Some of the petrified trunks 
are several feet in diameter — so large 
in fact, that table tops have been -made 
of single slabs. 


It is now proposed that the forest be 


made a national reserve or park in 
order that it may not be depleted 'by 
stone dealers and curio merchants.

There is a super- 
stition among the Singhalese that 
when a man falls sick be Is supposed 
to be afflicted by a devil. In order to 
rid him of the disease the devil danc* 
crs arc called In to propitiate the ae- 
mpn. Two .or,,,mpre . of them go by 
night to :thersiek man's house, In front 
of which a; small, square .-inclosute 
about six feet high, has been made 
of grasses and palm leaves. This 
answers the purpose of the'green room 
at' a theatre. The men appear at first 
without masks and with long yellow 
grass streamers hanging from their 
bead and waists. The only light cast 
6n the scene is by torches, made of 
sticks, round which pieces of c'loth are 
wrapped, dipped to oil. To the music 
of a tani-tain, kept up on one note ,the 
dancers sing a peculiar, wild funeral 
dirge, In which the spectators often 
Join.

The dancers begin by slowly moving 


about, stretching the right foot and 
bringing the left up to It, and appear 
as If they were searching for • some- 
thing, during which the singing sounds 
like'crying. They are then asking the 
devil to appear. There are twenty- 
four different sorts of devils, and after 
the first part; the dancers are con- 
stantly changing their clothes {o repre- 
sent the entire "species; sonie wear 
masks, some dpn jawg -and terrible 
teeth reaching to.their ears. The jaws 
open and close In a very realistic man- 
ner.

A dance lasts over two nights, as the 


whole twenty-four devils have all to 
be personated before the particular de- 
mon who is afflicting the man is pitch- 
ed on. When he gives signs of his 
presence the dancers go into' a sort of 
frenzy, which Increases as he takes 
possession of then); the tain-tain beats 
taster and faster, the enanting grows 
into yells, the men whirl and stamp 
aiid the bells on their ankles Jingle 
and clash. 


At this stage the dancers appear to 


be looking for some object to give the 
devil in sacrifice^ and into which he 
may pass. A chicken is usually offered 
by the friend of the sick man, and the 
unfortunate bin} is seized upon, twist- 
ed and tormeifted and bitten between 
the falfce teeth, until the dancers, 
worn out, move slower and slower, 
and the chicken sinks into a sort of 
trance, which'is a sign that the devil 
has accepted the sacrifice, and is will- 
ing to pass from the man into the bli-d. 


Speed of an Earthquake. 


The course which an earthquake 


runs is usually very rapid.' From the 
instant when the first shock was felt 
at Lisbon to the period when all was 
over, and many thousands of people 
killed, not more tlum two minutes had 
elapsed. Usually from ten to thirty 
seconds elapsed between the first and 
last shocks of severe earthquake. But 
this lightning speed is not always, the 
earthquake's mode oftravelirig. While 
Caracas, in Venezuela, was almost 
totally destroyed and 12,000 people 
were killed In leas than twenty seconds 
by the great shock there many years 
back, th'ere are cases In which con- 
stantly recurring shocks have lasted 
for weeks. No matter how brief the 
stfan, the most frightful havoc can 
be wrought .iml the wave of destruct- 
ion propagated from the most distant 
regions. The 
rumbling earth-sound 


travels at the rate of about lu,000 to 
11,000 feet per second, .nnd the earth 
Ayave. on an average, about 1,200 feet 
in the same space of time.

11 The business i» conducted with the 
greatest degree of expedition and clean- 
liness in order to secure best results. 
At the last annual meeting of the At- 
lantic States Packers' Association at 
Buffalo, an Interesting paper on steril- 
izing processes wai read by Prof. S..C. 
Prescott. He dwelt upon the necessity 
of thorough and intelligent application 
of heat in canning vegetables and'fruits 
to prevent fermentation. Describing 
processes at one of.the leading corn 
packing establishments, of MaLne, .he 
said; "The corn is generally .picked in 
the morning and delivered to the can- 
nery as early as possible/ One or two 
men make it their business to visit the 
farms once or twice a week dirHag the 
season, to keep informed as to the size 
of the crop,'.and to order in the corn 
as it becomes sufficiently matured. 


"As the. ears are delivered in the 


factory, they are arranged in low piles 
on the ground in an open shed to pro- 
tect them from the sun. The husks 
and silks are taken off by hand and 
the corn is then quickly carried to the 
cutting machines in which, by a series 
of knives and scrapers, the kernels are 
separated from the cob. 
Any stray 


pieces of cob ..or silk which remain as 
the corn passes from the scraper are 
removed in the sllker, a machine ar- 
ranged somewhat on the plan of a 
gravel sifter. 
The corn is now mixed 


with water in proper proportions and Is 
ready for the cooker. The object is to 
heat the corn evenly and quickly to a. 
temperature of 180 or 190 degrees and 
deliver it automatically Into the cans. 
A single machine fills about 30 cans a 
minute. After having been wiped off, 
the cans are capped, soldered and test- 
ed for leaks. Sterilizing,, the most Im- 
portant step, now follows, this being 
done in retorts by steam under pres- 
sure. It is necessary to obtain and 
maintain a temperature in excess of 
212 degrees throughout the contents 
of each can."

Pittsburgh I'a., July 14.-TW iron 


and steel market continues to sho-vv 
\ery Interesting features, and the im- 
provement during the second, half of 
the year promises to be greater than 
In the first. Prices generally remain 
steady and there have been sharp ad- 
vances. Notwithstanding the increas- 
ed production of pig, the scarcity is 
becoming more pronounced. The nee- 
essaiy shutdowns the first of this 
month relieved matters «. little, but it 
Is more than probable that' during tlie 
next mouth or two the steel mills will 
have trouble in securing the iron ttiey 
need. 


There Is a tremendous production of 


pig Iron. The capacity of th/j furnaces 
iu blast la July amounts to 256,81'8 
tons a week, which Is the largest pro 
ductibu in the history of the coun- 
try. During the month of June tlie 
actual weekly production of the fur- 
naces, according to the reports which 
have been received, was 256.074 tons. 


Thlrt large production of pig iron Is 


about the only feature of that market 
this week. Prices* aVe maintained at 
$20 In the valley, and there is little 
indication of an advance for a week or 
two. it would lie difficult, however, to 
find much Iron at that price. 


The scarcity of plate is causing haste 


on tl.e purl of the manufacturers to 
finish up the new mills in the course 
of construction. AJ1 the new mills at 
the Hornebtcad plant will be ready by 
the fall, and each one is to be put Into 
operation as soon as it Is completed. 
These mills w|H Increase the output of 
the plant tffiO tons per day. 


The billot market has been ratlier 


quiet this week and no important 
transactions have been made, simply 
because oi' the scarcity. A lot of sheet 
bars were sold this week for $33 nt 
the mills. Structural material is in 
Rood demand, and an advance of $3 a 
ton was made last week. 


The situation seems to Indicate fur- 
ther advances in all lines for the Uit- 
ter pnrt of the year, and those in close 
touch with the market are unanimous 
In saying that no break in prices ne>ed 
be expected for several months, un- 
less something which cannot now be 
anticipated turns up.

comment in commercial circles here at 
the remarkable speed with which the 
tlrst consignment this season pf Cali- 
fornia fruit was discharged from the 
American Line steamer St. Louis, 
which airived at Southampton AVednes- 
day evening. All the fruit was sold 
befoie noon licit chry. The prices real- 
ized were fairly good. The pears sold 
for from s>ix shillings to seven shillings 
six pence per liulf box, the plums 
fetched five shillings to eight shillings 
six pence per package, and the peaches, 
which weie lu bad condition, only real- 
ized three shillings, per package.

Those Who Swore Allegiance Re- 


sume Cuban Citizenship. 


Havana, July 14.—Governor-General 


Brooke has issued a decree allowing 
Cubans who, during the insurrection 
here, became American citizens, to re- 
gain their Cuban citizenship by regis- 
tering in Havana or the cities in which 
they live. The news that such a de- 
cree would be issued has had a very 
good effect on the independent Cubans, 
who consider it an indication that the 
independence of the island will be rec- 
ognized in a short time. Very few Cu- 
ban-Amoricaus will take ad%antaga of 
the decree. 
A majority of them ex- 
press their desire to retain their Amer- 
ican citizenship, especially those who 
hold property. The decree was draft- 
ed by Secretary Cabote, who submitted 
it to Gen. Brooke. 


Preyre Andrade, President of the late 


Cuban Assembly has been appointed 
chief counsel to the Charity Committee 
of tlie island. His salary, .$3,000 per 
annum, will be paid by the Govern- 
ment. 


Miss Clara Barton, accompanied by

Governor-General Brooke and the 


members of his iamily moved from 
Vedndo to El Palacio, in the city, the 
residence of the former Governor-Gen- 
eral of Spain, made famous in tlie bis- 
tofy of Cuba by the tenacy of Weyler, 
Campos, Blanco and other Captain- 
Generals of the nutant empire. 


Three Tugs and a Steam Barge Also 
, Added to the Fleet—All the Span- 
ish Boats Policing the Islands Con- 
centrated at Mindanao Raided By 
Xatives Before Going to Maxilla- 
Washington, July 14.—The Navy De- 


partment has obtained by telegraph 
from Manila a complete list of the 
Spanish •sessels purchased by Major- 
General Otis from the Spanish Govern- 
ment and turned over to the navy. 
With the addition of these vessels, all 
of which draw little water, Hear Ad- 
miral Watson will have a sufficient 
number of light-draught craft to police 
the Philippine archipelago and to optr- 
ate against the insurgents In the num- 
erous lagoons and rivers of the island 
of Luzon. As early as last December 
Admira,! Dewey requested the Navy 
Department to sent him a number of 
light-draught gunboats.. A mouth later 
the Admiral cabled un urgent request 
for vessels of that character, but tlie 
department was unable to send him 
more than half a dozen. As tlie Ad- 
miral continued to importune the de- 
partment on the subject, it was decid- 
ed to .fit up some of the converted 
yachts used in the war with Spain, but 
on the ad-viee of the Chief Constructor, 
this determination was abandoned, tlie 
hief Constructor holding that it would 
be dangerous to risk such small, frail 
craft on u voyage of 10,000 miles. 
After the battle of Manila Bay all tlie 
Spanish gunboats that have been en- 
gaged In policing the Philippines con- 
centrated at Zamboango, in the island 
of Mindanao and remained there imtil 
recently, when they were bought for 
the,"United fjtntes by Gen. Otis. Just 
prior to their'departure from Zambo- 
attgo for Manila these gunboate were 
raided by natives who took from them 
a number of guns, whic hwere used 
against the Spanish garrison defending 
that place. Otherwise, however, the 
vessels w.ere left untouched, and Gen. 
Otis has cabled that half a dozen of 
them were in excelent condition for 
service when delivered at Manila. 


According to the telegraphic reports 


received at the Navy Department the 
vesels purchased are thirteen in num- 
ber, twelve gunboats nnd one torpedo 
Ijont. The gunboats are the Calami- 
aues, Marlveles, Bulusan, Pampauga, 
Paragua, Samnr, Albay, 
Maulleno, 


Panay, Vaseo, Urdaueta and Guard* 
oqui. The torpedo boat is tlie Barc-elo. 
In mUtiqu, to these the fleet in the 
Philippines hns'been increased, J>y pur- 
chase or capture, by the tugs Rapido, 
Rureste and Petrelita, the steam launch 
lona and the si earn barge Ondina. 
With n,jne vesels now in servicable 
condition, captured by Dewey, the 
fleet in the Phllipipnes is sufficiently 
large for all present purposes. 
These 


nine vessels are the Don Juan of Aus- 
tria, tlie Isle de Cuba." the Isle de Lu- 
zon, tlie Manila, LI Cano. Callo Leyte, 
IMIndoro and Mindanao. Most of these 
are gunboats of light draught. The 
Don Juan, Cuba and Luzon have been 
repaired and put in first-class condi- 
tion at Hong Kong, and it has ben re- 
ported to the Navy Department that El 
Cano, also at Ilong Kong, will be 
ready this month for receiving her 
armament.

Falmouth. Eng.t July 14.—Superin- 


tendent A'lsbett. of the wrecking com- 
panies which salved the steamer Paris, 
gave a newspaper correspondent a con- 
tribution of a startling nature to the 
controversy as to the cause .of wrecks 
on the Manacles. He bald:— 


"In bringing the Paris to Falmouth 


she narrowly escaped a big Manacle 
rock. It was ebb tide, with a north- 
erly wind blowing, which would natur- 
ally take the vessel south; but we 
found her getting nearer and nearer 
the Manacles, until within four hun- 
died yards of them, whereas we ought 
to have been a~ mile to the southward. 
Things looked queer for a time, but we 
altered our tactics and cleared the 
rock. 


"From what I have seen during the 


past sis. weeks. 1 am confident some 
mysterious current draws the vessels 
toward the rocks. While working on 
the Paris we warned numberless ves- 
sels of the danger they were in." 


On entering tlie tidal hartJor the 


Paris, under the influence of tlie wind 
and tide, became temporarily unman- 
ageable. 
Her stern swung round and struck 


the end of a wooden pier upon which 
a large crowd of people bad assembled. 


The pier shook from end to end, the 


spectators became panic stricken and 
made an ugly rush for escape. Ulti- 
mately, control of the ship was regain- 
ed and she was safely anchored.

Less Than One-Third of 


Strength Shown When It Returned 
to Manila—Third Artillery Suffers 
a Loss of 123 ICillej^.and^Wouuded 
Before Latest Fighting. '** 
San Francisco. July 14.—Advices re- 


ceived bj the transport Newport from 
Manila, dated June 13, are as follows: 


The volunteers are greatly debilitat- 


ed in consequence of their hard cam- 
paigning through three months of 
tropic weather. Since the middle of 
May no volunteer regiment has had 
a sick list less than twenty .per cent. 
Most of them at the present have 
twenty-five per cent, ill and a few 
of the regiments have less than one- 
third of their number on duty.
